REMARKS 

Claims 1-48 remain in the application. Claims 1-48 
stand rejected although claims 1-48 have been held to 
distinguish over' the prior art. 

The Examiner rejected claims 1-48 under 35 U.S.C. 
251 as based on a defective reissue declaration. A new reissue 
declaration is provided herewith. The new declaration 
complies with the current rules and regulations for reissue 
applications.

The Examiner has requested a separate listing of all 
claims in their current state. The list of claims set forth at 
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the beginning of this response includes all amendments to 
date. The amendments are shown with brackets and underlining 
as set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.73(b). 

Applicant previously filed a declaration of lost or 
missing patent. The ribbon copy of the original has now been 
located and is attached to this response. 

Accordingly, each of the requirements set forth by 
the Examiner has been satisfied. Accordingly, applicants 
respectfully request that the Examiner permit the application 
to issue as a reissued patent with a reexamination certificate 
confirming the allowed claims.
